Representatives

and money in making a study into 
this matter and with the aid of 
Senator McGruder and other per 
sons interested in the m atter have 
framed the bill. 
The creation 
of 
a 
w orkm en’s 
compensation committee is provid­ 
ed for in the measure to see that 
tim provisions of the proposed bill 
are rigidly enforced. 
A provision 
for state insurance is one of the 
strong features . Under 
the 
pro­ 
posed draft coming under its pro­ 
visions is left elective to railroads 
and private employments, but it is 
compulsory as to state .county and 
municipality and all public employ­ 
ers unless rejected 
by 
the 
em ­ 
ployes. 
Senator McGruder will also offer 
two other measures when th*- intro 
duct ion of bills is .started in the 
senate. 
One of these provides that 
suits in justice 
courts 
must 
be 
brought in the township in which 
the defendant resides unless there 
be no justice courts there. 
Another permits fraternal organ­ 
izations to insure their 
risks 
in 
other f r a te r n a l. 
McGruder is also interested in 
simplifying the code and will offer 
a number of measures tending to 
help along this line. 
As caucus chairman which makes 
him floor leader for his party, Sen­ 
ator McGruder has been singularly 
honored for a new member, as he
